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Greenbelt Gets

Creation of a new precinct, 21-13, 
to serve Greenbelt east of the park¬ 
way for the general elections was 
announced recently by the Prince 
Georges County Board of Elections 
Supervisors. No other changes were 
made to the three existing precincts 
* 21-8, Springhill Lake; 21-6, North 
End; or 21-3, Center. More exten¬ 
sive changes, which had been pro¬ 
posed by the board last November, 
were strongly and successfully op¬ 
posed by Greenbelt — both city and 
citizens. 

Greenbelt did lose one skirmish 
as the new precinct will include 
non-residents. Greenbelters living 
in Windsor Green, Glen Oaks, and 
Greenbriar will vote along with 
non-residents in Goddard Space 
Village, Hunting Ridge, Brae Brook, 
Chelsea Wood and at least one 
house on Cipriano Road, Accord¬ 
ing to a spokesman for the board, 
the boundary line follows the nor¬ 
thern city limits from the Parkway 
east to Greenbelt Road, then east 
to Cipriano Road, south to Brae 
Brook Drive and west to the Belt- 
way.

A spokesman for the board told 
the News Review in November that 
the changes were proposed for pre¬ 
cincts that appeared to be too large 
in order to avoid long lines at the 
polls. The board feels that 1,000 
voters at each precinct would be 
ideal. 

City Concerns 

The problem now confronting the 
city is the requirement by city code 
that precinct alignments for muni¬ 
cipal elections be the same as those 
for the general elections. 

The city could change its code by 
ordinance if it wants to maintain 
the present precinct structure with 
Greenbelt east residents continuing 
to vote at Center, 21-3. 

However, council said it would 
be confusing and a disservice to the 
Greenbelt voter to have different 
polling places for different elec¬ 
tions. 

On the other hand the city is 
concerned about the additional 
ccsts of an extra precinct in muni¬ 
cipal elections.

Greenbelt East Sewer Allocation

The Prince Georges County Council approved a sewer alloca¬ 
tion for the proposed Greenbelt East development on April 4. 
Discussion about the sewer service from the Lower Anacostia 
Interim Treatment Plant (36,500 gallons per day) had previously 
been deferred in March at the request of the Greenbelt City 
Council. City Manager Jim Giese and Mayor Richard Pilski were 
present on April 4 to explain Greenbelt’s concerns. Also present 
were representatives of Maryland National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission (MNCPPC) and the developers. After one and 
a half hours of consideration, only one councilman, Frank Casula 
from Laurel, voted against the sewage allocation.

Holds Annual Meeting

Plans for trim painting and in¬ 
creases in the reserve fund were 
the two most hotly debated issues 
at the annual membership meeting 
of the Charlestowne Village Condo¬ 
minium on April 10. The board of 
directors made clear its intenton to 
adopt a budget of $203,673 covering 
both controversial items and listen¬ 
ed to a lively discussion among the 
membershp on the legality and wis¬ 
dom of uniform trim painting and 
sizeable maintenance reserves. The 
board indicated that it would seek 
its attorney’s legal advice and 
would welcome the advice of Sfhe 
architecture committee on painting 
and other maintenance priorities. 
A number of the members who had 
been involved in the debate prompt¬ 
ly signed up for the architecture 
committee. 

Newly elected to the board were 
Elizabeth Byers, Katherine Miller, 
and oDris Whiting. They oined 
continuing board members Nancy 
Hindman, Morris Levitt, Clete Meh- 
ringer, and Mary Kincaid. The 
beard will elect its new officers at 
its next regular meeting. 

The reshaping of a driveway to 
accommodate fire trucks, installing 
attic fans and more insulation, ren¬ 
ovating sidewalks, and repairing 
plumbing leaks were improvements 
and repairs recommended to the 
btia-rd by individual members. A 
15% increase in condominium fees 
was accepted in principle by the 
membership. Despite the substan¬ 
tial discussion that occurred the 
meetng ended promptly in two 
hours end no parliamentary dis¬ 
putes arose.

The thirty-three acre tract of 
Greenbelt East is located just east 
of the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way between the Goddard Space/ 
Hunting Ridge Apartments and 
Greenbelt Road . With no buffer of 
trees, the property is highly visible 
from the Parkway. In addition, It 
can also be seen from the Beltway. 
However, access to the complex will 
be via Hanover Parkway, not 
Greenbelt Road. 

The Greenbelt City Council has 
consistently felt that the develop 
ment is premature because of the 
additional traffic generated at the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
interchange and Kenilworth-Green- 
belt Road intersection, the prob 
lems of road design and access into 
the complex, and jurisdictional 
problems with the National Park 
service about the access road. 
At the April 4 meeting, the county 
council took note of MNCPPC’s 
conditions to alleviate traffic for 
the project. Before building permits 
will be issued, the developer must 
obtain road permits. An access 
road must be built from Hanover 
Parkway to the shopping center. 
Because it is on Greenbelt land, 
unlike the rest of the project, 
Hanover Parkway must be built to 
Greenbelt’s standards. The city 
will require that the full width of 
the road be built to carry the extra 
traffic of a shopping center. To 
date, the city has not been con 
tacted by the developer with a pav 
ing plan for a road permit. Before 
development can proceed, the de 
veloper must obtain an easement 
across the Smith Ewing property 
along both sides of Hanover Park 
way. 

Under the proposal, the developer 
will build the project in two stages, 
100,000 square feet of commercial 
space and 120,000 square feet of 
office space in the first stage. The 
developers’ representatives noted 
that response to the proposal for 
an office and retail complex has 
been overwhelming. The shopping 
office center complex is expected tc 
open 1200 jobs in Prince Georges 
County, according to the developers. 

Included in the Greenbelt East 
plans are a shopping center of 20-23 
stores and two office buildings. Ar¬ 
chitectural plans for the main por¬ 
tion of the shopping center specify 
a Williamsburg style. Businesses 
interested in locating at Greenbelt 
East include Safeway, K-Mart, 
Memco, and Victoria Station. Some 
county council members felt a 
Safev/ay store at Greenbelt East 
would alleviate the Kenilworth- 
Greenbelt Road interchange traffic

The Scapegoat vs. 
The Real Issue 

To the Editor: 


The proposed walkway over the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
appears to be stirring more nega¬ 
tive emotion from Greenbriar than 
anyone from the older sections of 
Greenbelt could have imagined. As 
a resident of Greenbriar for the last 
three years, please let me give a 
little background to the attitudes 
that have developed among our 
neighbors. 

From the first day, Greenbelt 
Center has been no more accessible 
to most of us than Beltway Plaza 
or Landover Mall. We have received 
no obvious services; we have even 
been paying for our own security 
patrol, instead of seeing Greenbelc 
police on a regular basis. There 
was a running battle among de¬ 
veloper, management company, and 
the City over replacing the street 
lights on Hanover Parkway, and 
we suffered because of it. When 
most of us purchased our units, we 
were misinformed about the access 
road into the High School (as¬ 
sured that Hanover Parkway would 
not be used), misled about facili¬ 
ties to come, and lied to about the 
quality and workmanship of the 
building construction. These last 
items will take years in the courts. 
The most cruel and hurting straw 
to break our collective backs was 
that everyone involved in the cal 
culations for the tax escrow ac¬ 
counts forgot to include the Ci:y 
of Greenbelt tax. None of the resi ¬ 
dents here anticipated that our 
mortgage payments would be in¬ 
creased by as much as $80 per 
month to make up for taxes we 
didn’t know existed. (Ed Note: $80/ 
mo. must include County Taxes, not 
just city.) 

Since the opening of Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School, we have 
witnessed a dramatic increase in 
senseless vandalism. An even do 
zen trees were destroyed (most 
broken off at ground level) on Han¬ 
over Parkway last winter. The beer 
bottle and can litter, and other 
trash, has increased markedly. Stu¬ 
dents have even been seen tossing 
burning matches in our hallways 
for sport. 

And now we hear that to safe¬ 
guard some of these youngsters we 
should give up a part of cur pro- 
perty. The walkway has obv.ously 
become the scapegoat for all the 
wrongs we feel we have had to 
bear. If you stick your hand into 
a bees’ nest that has been dropped, 
kicked, and hit with a stick, your 
hand is going to be stung — whe¬ 
ther you have offered a hand of 
friendship or a fist. 

Most of the objectors seem blind¬ 
ed by their emotion to the real is¬ 
sue, which is whether we are wil ¬ 
ling to provide a safe, legal means 
to walk from one part of Greenbelt 
to another. Are we willing to deny 
the good people of our community a 
walkway because of the immatuEiy 
of a few? The punks who destroy 
are trespassing on Greenbriar pro¬ 
perty at will through the many 
holes repeatedly cut in our fences. 
The entire length of Greenbriar is 
now susceptible to their vandalism. 
The walkway would actually elim¬ 
inate the destruction of the fences 
and limit the youngsters’ route to 
one path that would be easier to 
police. Vandalism is here now; its 
control requires cooperation from 
everyone, from the City Council, to 
Greenbriar residents, to the young 
people themselves who must sup^i- 
vise their peers. 

I agree that we shouldn’t be dic¬ 
tated to by a few children as to 
how we should spend our tax mon ¬ 
ey. But 1*11 be damned if I will run 
in fear and hide from even fewer 
of those same children. 

The first casualty on the Balti¬ 
more-Washington Parkway will not 
be a high school student, but a 
young child from Greenbriar who 
will wander through the holes in 
our fence. I pray the gentlemen 
of the City Council do their duty 
for the community and build the 
overpass before that happens.

To the Editor: * 

Having moved away from the pro¬ 
verbial “hustle and bustle” of life 
in the big city . , , New York City 
. . I find it quite refreshing to 
read a community paper such as 
yours. If you’ll bear with me, I 
think what I have to say is not 
only an interesting factor involv¬ 
ing the busing issue but a logical 
argument which questions the con ¬ 
stitutionality of such an imposi¬ 
tion made by our judicial and po¬ 
litical officials. 

Our nation’s growth, develop¬ 
ment, and prosperity has been 
nothing short of an astounding 
achievement. But our success hing¬ 
es on a few basic principles, one 
of which is that an individual re¬ 
ceives that which he has worked 
for. For example, there are mil¬ 
lions of families from all different 
races, religions, heritages, that have 
worked very diligently to be able to 
leave certain undesirable conditions 
in a given community. These people 
who have made many sacrifices and 
have worked long hours, did so in 
order that their children would not 
be subjected to these same unde¬ 
sirable conditions. However, now 
these people find that the courts 
and politicians do not allow the 
citizens this right and have enact¬ 
ed laws which will send their chil¬ 
dren back into communities which 
they have worked so hard to leave. 
Is this receiving that which one 
has worked for? Is this what Am¬ 
erica has fallen to? . . . 

Our country is made up of num¬ 
erous communities in which the 
standard of living is a reflection of 
that particular community’s in¬ 
centive and ambition.

This 
nation’s destiny is now being de¬ 
termined within our classrooms, 
and if this nation is to survive and 
overcome the obstacles of the fu¬ 
ture, we must make provisions for 
our children now so that they may 
gain the wisdom, courage and 
strength to guide them when they 
shall govern this nation. It is 
equally evident that our country’s 
educational system has been used 
as a political and judicial football 
for too long. And it is imperative 
that another generation of children 
not be subjected to this turmoil . . . 
The importance of an effective ed¬ 
ucational system cannot be over¬ 
emphasized, as it is the breath 
which gives our nation its strength 
I often wonder what individual, or 
group of individuals, would so bra¬ 
zenly interfere with our children’s 
education . . . 

I strongly believe that any par 
ents, regardless of race, who have 
sacrificed and struggled in order 
to bring their children up in a 
community such as Greenbelt, do 
not want their children to be bused 
out of their community, a place 
they have chosen to be their home 
This surely is not a matter of racial 
segregation ,and I pray that all 
the parents of Greenbelt will stand 
up as one so that our children will 
receive that which we have worked 
for.

"Greenbelt must have applied the 
right pressure in the right place 
and made the proper contacts.’’ This 
was the final comment when City 
Manager James Giese received word 
from Senator Ed Conroy's office 
that the Prince Georges delegation 
met and approved amendments to 
both the House and Senate bills 
that paved the way for Greenbelt 
to receive fees in lieu of mandatory 
dedication. The final bill was pas¬ 
sed in the closing hours of the 
Legislative Session. 

At the time the Maryland Nation¬ 
al Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission (MNCPPC) considers pre¬ 
liminary plans for development, the 
developer is required to set aside 
acreage for open space or recrea¬ 
tion development or instead, pay a 
fee to MNCPPC. 

The good news came after a week 
of bewildering maneuvers. A week 
ago Wednesday, the city got word 
that the Senate was considering the 
House bill, which did not contain 
the enabling amendment, and the 
House was considering the Senate 
bill, which did contain the city fa¬ 
vored amendment. At the same 
time, the city was advised that the 
Prince Georges Planning Board was 
going to consider the amendment 
the following day and that Mari¬ 
lyn Downey, the Planning Com- 


The Emperor's New Clothes 

The Emperor is revealed in his 
BVD’s by the innocence of the 
child (newcomer to our coopera¬ 
tive.) The tailor, Mr. Schwan, 
would convince us that we have 
less than normal intelligence if 
we do not see the grand garments 
in which the royal Board of GHI 
are clothed. How dare we question 
their sincerity or suspect duplici¬ 
ty? 

At both meetings to explain the 
Beck/Hoffman plan, the board 
failed to make it clear that it had 
not at least favored the "GHI Re¬ 
habilitation and Planning Study” 
and its proposed financing, and the 
figures Mr. Steiffer quoted in his 
letter printed in the News' Review 
were certainly mentioned, nor were 
they denied when he questioned 
them at the Saturday meeting. 

As to being an "idle exercise,” 
the whole project is as much so, 
since, as Mr. Schwan, who is no 
longer on the Board, but seems to 
be its guiding light, points out that 
no definite plan has been approved 
by the board or membership^ but 
that loans are contemplated at 
much less than the usual interest 
and for a much longer term of 
maturity, which is exactly what 
alarms many of the members. We 
can see this corporation over-ex¬ 
tending itself and going into bank¬ 
ruptcy and receivership and our 
homes disappearing in the debacle. 

The suggestion that we make rec¬ 
ommendations to the board is rea¬ 
sonable. My own suggestions 
would be that the board and man¬ 
agement limit their efforts to main¬ 
taining and strengthening the 
structures already in existence; re¬ 
placing pipes that need replacing, 
replacing roofing where needed, also 
replacing windows where sills and 
frames are damaged by settling 
foundations or deterioration, mend¬ 
ing wall damage and termite dam¬ 
age, bringing the electricity wiring 
into conformity with building stan¬ 
dards, continuing to improve the 
heating system, etc. Some plan to 
assist and encourage home owners 
to paint where the old paint is 
peeling is certainly desirable and 
a reasonable cosmetic project. All 
money borrowed must be borrowed 
for a membership-approved project 
and must be used only for that 
project. The membership must 
know the real assets available for 
any project and what additional 
money is needed before voting to 
authorize a loan. No loan should 
be made without a majority vote 
of the membership. 

Making it possible for individuals 
to improve their units at their own 
expense where they wish to do so 
should be encouraged. If, as a co¬ 
operative it is possible for individ¬ 
ual "perpetual owners” to get loans 
at a lower rate of interest, that 
would be a welcome service. Some 


mission’s legislative liaison was 
opposed to it. 

Both Giese and Mayor Richard 
Pilski attended the Planning Board 
meeting Thursday morning and 
heard Lowney report that the 
Prince Georges delegation had de¬ 
leted the city's amendment from 
the Senate bill. The Planning 
Board, however, unanimously adop¬ 
ted a motion to support the' con¬ 
cept of the city's amendment with 
two changes: the fee should go to 
the municipality only if requested; 
and the fee should pass through 
the commission. 

Giese incorporated these changes 
into the amendment and furnished 
the new language to Senator Con¬ 
roy's office so that it could be in¬ 
cluded in the House bill which was 
before the Senate. 

Meanwhile, Delegate David Gray 
Ross had succeeded in placing a 
"hold” on the Senate bill so that 
the House could reconsider it, al¬ 
though Lowney continued to op¬ 
pose the city amendment despite 
the Planning Board's endorsement 
of the concept. 

In the end, however, the prob¬ 
lems were all resolved with the 
help of Senator Conroy and Dele¬ 
gates Gerard Devlin, Leo Green 
and Ross.

A solid majority of area citizens testifying at a public meeting 
held April 5 at Eleanor Roosevelt High School in Greenbelt en¬ 
dorsed the construction of the full Metrorail E route. Nineteen 
of the 31 residents who spoke out favored building Metro all the 
way to the Beltway, while twelve speakers opposed such a move.

Francois and 
Casula shared the rostrum with 
members of the Washington Me¬ 
tropolitan Area Transit Authority 
and a consultant from Peat, Mar¬ 
wick, Mitchell & Co. 

Comment from Greenbelt 

Three of Greenbelt’s five city 
councilmen showed up to express 
their support for Metro construction. 
Mayor Richard Pilski read an offi¬ 
cial statement concluding that “the 
E route is wanted, needed, and 
available . . so let’s get on with 
building it.” 

Council member Tom White 
stressed the point that “many of 
us in northern Prince Georges 
County will not rest until we are 
assured of full Metrorail service 
serving this corridor.” Mayor Pro 
Tem Gil Weidenfeld added his voice 
to the pro-Metro chorus from 
Greenbelt. The only other Green¬ 
belt speaker was this reporter. 

Comment from Other Areas 

Opposition to Metrorail emanated 
from College Park, many of whose 
residents were worried about the 
possibility of higher property taxes 
to finance Metrorail. A number of 
opponents fiercely attacked the con¬ 
sultants’ study of transit alterna¬ 
tives, one speaker claiming that 
the “statistical input to this study 
is nonsense.” 

Even in College Park, however, 
some support for Metro was evi¬ 
dent. Five College Park residents 
spoke up in favor of building Metro 
out to the Beltway. One of these 
people, Harry Sanders, noted that 
Metrorail would reduce the area’s 
dependence on petroleum products 
for transportation. 

The city councils of Berwyn 
Heights, Hyattsville and Universi¬ 
ty Park all backed the construction 
of Metrorail in northern Prince 
Georges County. Support was also 
voiced by residents from Riverdale 
and Adelphi. 

Richard Ferrell, a professor at 
the University of Maryland, pre¬ 
sented a pro-Metro petition signed 
by over 50 faculty members of the 
University's Department of Physics 
and Astronomy. Finally, the Green¬ 
belt Metro route was endorsed by 
representatives of the League of 
Women Voters and the Prince 
Georges County Chamber of Com¬ 
merce.

GHI MEMBERS ASK QUESTIONS 
ON REHABILITATION 


The following Questions have been excerpted from letters mem¬ 
bers have sent to GHI regarding the proposed rehabilitation 
program. Management will be making its recommendations to 
the Board of Directors April 13. 


If additional insulation is put in the attics of peak-roofed homes, 
will it interfere with its use as a storage area? 

At this time, no additional insulation is being planned for peak- 
roofed homes. 


I am happy with my home just the way it is; why do I need new 
insulation? 

Heat is escaping through walls, windows and doors and cold air 
is entering through the same routes. By insulating, GHI ex¬ 
pects to use less fuel by retaining more of the heat inside the 
home. 

Witt I need to repaint, repaper, or repanel if you insulate 
through my interior walls? 

Insulation will not be done through the inside. By injecting 
through the outside, interior walls will not be affected. No wall 
insulation is contemplated for brick homes. Block homes may 
have insuation injected or added to the outside of the homes. 


I like the shingles on the frame homes. Why replace them? 

We need to examine the studs and sheathing beneath the shingles 
for rot and deterioration. At that time, we can replace worn-out 
shingles with new siding or with new shingles, whichever mem¬ 
bers desire. No other siding change is contemplated at this 
time. 


Will we all have to pay for the member who has special im¬ 
provements that other members do not get? 

No. Special improvements will be paid for by the member who 
receives them. 


Why not permit each member to decide for himself what his 
unit needs and what he can pay for? 

GHI is one cooperative and we have to be in this together. Al¬ 
though there will be individual options, some things will have 
to be accomplishd throughout the project. The corporation has 
a contractual agreement with each member to properly maintain 
each home.

Commuter Service 
To Be Improved 

An $11.9 million federal grant to 
improve the state-supported B&O 
Railroad commuter service is “a 
breakthrough in state department 
of transportation efforts to upgrade 
the Maryland to Washington lines,” 
Maryland Transportation Secretary 
Hermann K. Intemann said recent¬ 
ly. 

“The Urban Mass Transportation 
Administration (UMTA) grant will 
provide 80 percent of the funds 
for a $14.8 million program to buy 
equipment, add service and reha¬ 
bilitate station areas. 

The state will provide the non- 
federal share of equipment costs 
and the counties in which the sta¬ 
tions are located will pay the costs 
of station and parking improve¬ 
ments not funded by UMTA. Work 
on the stations could begin this 
summer.

CITY NOTES 

Relocation of the sanitary sewer 
line for the municipal building was 
completed recently and conduits 
for exterior lighting are being run 
outside the building. Workers also 
installed ceiling panels, stained 
doors, and did touch-up painting to 
the building interior. Erection of 
interior partitions is approximately 
50% complete, and electrical in¬ 
spection was conducted and approv¬ 
al granted for closing in the walls. 

City crews patched streets and 
snow plows and salt equipment 
were removed from trucks in ex¬ 
pectation that the snow season is 
finally over. Top soil was applied 
preparatory to sodding behind new 
curbs and gutters. Storm sewer 
catch basins were also cleaned. 
Gouges and cracks on four Braden 
Field Tennis courts were filled and 
courts were lined. 

White stop lines were painted at 
the recently installed stop signs on 
Ridge Road and Lakeside Drive. 
Several other faded lines were 
freshened up. Several men and 
trucks also hauled sand for the 
ballfields. The backstop has been 
installed at North End School field. 
Work is also being done on the Me¬ 
morial garden on Centerway. 

Last week the paper collection 
netted 7 tons, 1,120 lbs. The city will 
receive .75c per 100 lbs., or $15:00 
per ton effective April 1. Alumin¬ 
um was taken to Reynolds Alum¬ 
inum Co., 286 lbs. for the sum of 
*48.62. 

Pre-season pool maintenance - 
draining, painting and surface 
cleaning — is in progress. The tech¬ 
nical consultant from National Con 
struction Company has completed 
drawings and equipment specifica¬ 
tions for a newly designed Diato- 
maceous Earth Separation System. 
These must now be submitted to 
the County Health Department for 
review and approval before con¬ 
struction can begin. 

Work was completed on the Bra¬ 
den F*!eld tennis courts and they 
are ready for play. The new tennis 
court light meters were installed 
raising the fee from 25c per half 
hour to 50c per half hour 

The storm drain system was com¬ 
pleted at the elderly housing site. 
An equipment operator is working 
at the old landfill (new ballfield) 
leveling the accumulated fill. Fill 
is being hauled in from the elderly 
housing site and there should be 
enough to complete the ballfield. 

The dewatering project seems to 
have worked well at the housing 
for the elderly. The soil appears 
to be in good condition 

Work on ballfields is continuing, 
including the infield at the Junior 
High School which has been skin¬ 
ned. The greens at the golf course 
have been cut there. Several play¬ 
grounds were cleaned of leaves and 
the chipper was out. The leaf va¬ 
cuum has been out of order await 
ing parts. 

The citizen special requests and 
roadside debris amounted to 33-?4 
tons last week, a considerable in¬ 
crease. The number of special re¬ 
quests has increased substantially, 
resulting in delays of a few days. 
The total refuse for the month *of 
March amounted to 196 tons.

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NEW FEE SCHEDULE PASSED 
FOR GREENDELT SWIMMING POOL

After supporting several innovative proposals at a March 29 
workshop session, council passed a resolution on April 3, which 
established a new fee schedule for the swimming pool. The council 
resolution institutes an increase for resident family passes and a 
decrease for non-resident passes, in order to encourage more non¬ 
resident sales. 


Twin Pines Members Vote on Lein Policy 


One proposal discussed at length 
at the March 29 workshop session 
provided for reduced daily admis¬ 
sion fees after the payment of a 
one-time membership fee. However, 
on April 3 City Manager James 
Griese stated to council that the 
proposed discount passes would not 
benefit adults unless they swam al¬ 
most enough to make buying a 
season pass economical. Therefore, 
the proposal was dropped for this 
year. A disappointed council sug¬ 
gested that the discussion of pool 
fees start earlier next year so that 
alternatives could be researched 
more fully. 

The new fee schedule has been 
proposed in an effort to increase 
pool revenues. Last year the pool 
operated at a deficit of $7,200. Ap¬ 
parently, the increased cost of pas¬ 
ses resulted in fewer sales. Giese 
emphasized the importance of pass 
sales by noting that in the years the 
pool has been self-sustaining, it was 
because of the pass sales. Mike 
Lundregan, pool manager, expres 
sed the belief that “family life style” 
was the cause of declining pass 
sales. It was also noted that the 
average GHI family now numbers 
2.1 members. Another concern at 
the workshop session was the effect 
of the MNCPPC pool on Calvert 
Road. 

Proposed Fees 

Under the proposed fee schedule, 
Greenbelt pool passes would be less 
expensive than the $110 per family 
and $60 per single at MNCPPC. For 
residents the fees would be: family- 
$60, single-$25, and guest child-$30. 
For non-residents the fees would 
be: family-$90, and single-$40. It 
is hoped that the decrease in non¬ 
resident fees will bring in more 
passholders. There will continue to 
be no charge for senior citizens. 


Last year the issuance of numerous 
free senior citizen passes caused ad¬ 
ministrative problems. If the prob¬ 
lem continues this year, it was sug¬ 
gested at the workshop session 
that a nominal fee might be neces¬ 
sary next year. 

Hally Rates 

In order to promote season pas¬ 
ses, higher daily admission rates 
have been suggested in some cases. 
In particular, a premium has been 
instituted for weekend use of the 
pool. The proposed resident daily 
admission would be: adults-$2.00 
Saturday, Sunday and holidays and 
$1.50 on other days; children - $1.25 
Saturday, Sunday and holidays and 
$1.00 on other days. Councilman 
Charles Schwan pointed out that 
non-resident daily admissions could 
not be raised or the pool would lose 
people to MNCPPC whose rates are 
adult-$1.50 and children-$.75. The 
non-resident daily admission will 
remain: adult-$2.50 Saturday, Sun¬ 
day and holidays and $2.00 on other 
days; children-$2.00 Saturday, Sun¬ 
day and holiday and $1.50 on other 
days. 

Swimming Lessons 

After some discussion it was de¬ 
cided to keep the current fee sched¬ 
ule for swimming lessons. Mayor 
Richard Pilski, and council mem¬ 
bers Gil Weidenfeld and Schwan 
stressed the importance of com¬ 
munity service and the Greenbelt 
tradition of teaching children to 
swim. Practically, it was noted 
that taking lessons encouraged 
children to use the pool for prac¬ 
tice and for enjoyment in later 
years. Swimming lessons also en¬ 
courage non-resident use of the 
pool. Council member Richard Cas- 
taldi felt, however, the fees for les¬ 
sons were too low and that some 
children were there only for baby^

sitting reasons. 

The resolution and workshop dis¬ 
cussion shows a changing philoso¬ 
phy about non-resident use of the 
pool. Besides the reduced fees, the 
requirement that a non-resident be 
the guest of a pass holder has been 
dropped. Greenbelter Jack Steiffer, 
however, felt it was unfair to raise 
resident fees by 20% while low¬ 
ering non-resident fees the same. 
Council members pointed out that 
residents would have to pay more 
if non-residents were lost. At the 
workshop session, it was also deci¬ 
ded to promote the pool more in the 
Greenbelt Park campground. 

Operating Costs 

Operating costs for the pool are 
expected to increase this year from 
higher maintenance costs, water 
and chemical costs. One additional 
maintenance expense is for a sedi 
ment trap required by the health 
department. In the past, as the 
pool was being cleaned, water and 
sediment drained into the stream 
at Braden field. The health depart¬ 
ment has given tentative approval 
for a series of eight 30-gallon re¬ 
tention drums which would recir¬ 
culate backwash water and clean 
the filters. Sediment would be cap¬ 
tured in these drums, dry and be¬ 
come solid waste. It is speculated 
that this could be disposed of with 
the trash. The city has received a 
tentative estimate that this system 
should not exceed $5,000. It would 
achieve quite a bit of water sav 
ings, however.

At its annual membership meet¬ 
ing on March 28, members of Twin 
Pines Savings and Loan Associa¬ 
tion voted overwhelmingly to have 
its Board of Directors reconsider 
its policy regarding refinancing of 
GHI homes.

A loan committee report, which 
the board of directors passed by an 
8-1 (John Unger opposed) margin, 
provided that applications for re¬ 
financing would only be accepted 
if the borrower had reasons other 
than simply wanting to lower the 
interest rate. These reasons, ac¬ 
cording to the report, would include 
additions to the house, additional 
educational expenses, or a large 
purchase such as an automobile or 
mobile home. 

The motion which tbe member¬ 
ship passed does not request that 
the board rescind its earlier action, 
only that the action be reconsider¬ 
ed. 

In the annual presidents report, 
Pete Watters noted that the pat 
ronage refund that had been ap¬ 
proved by the board of directors 


had been rejected by the regulatory 
agency in Baltimore on the grounds 
that it was not specifically permit¬ 
ted in the savings and loan statutes 
which govern Twin Pines. While 
further action can be taken by the 
board concerning this matter, it 
has not yet been considered by the 
board because the letter was re¬ 
ceived only a week prior to the an¬ 
nual meeting. 

Election Results 

In the annual elections (see ac¬ 
companying box), John Maffay and 
incumbents Bruce Bowman and 
John Unger were elected to the 
board of directors, defeating in¬ 
cumbent Muriel Weidenfeld and 
challengers Richard Craig and John 
Blue. The other six members of the 
Board are Bill Fern, Harvey Gel- 
ler, Donna Hardman, Joe Timer, 
Pete Watters, and John Webb. 

For the Member Relations Com¬ 
mittee, Muriel Weidenfeld and Te¬ 
resa Downey were elected by unan¬ 
imous acclamation only after a con¬ 
fusing procedural debate concern¬ 
ing write-in ballots for candidates 
who had not been nominated. 
Downey and Weidenfeld will join 
incumbents Bob Greig, George 
Jones and Tom Martin 

For the Nominations and Elec¬ 
tions Committee, Sonia Garin and 
Katherine Keene defeated incum¬ 
bent Charles Tompkins and chal¬ 
lenger Stanley Yarkin, as well as 
John Blue and Richard Craig, who 
were nominated from the floor. 

In other actions, Robert’s Rules 
of Order was given a thorough 
workout when a motion to raise the 
director’s stipends to $750 per year 
was amended twice, then replaced 
with a substitute motion to raise the 
stipends to $1000 per year, except, 
for the officers, who would receive 
$1250. The substitute motion passed 
narrowly after a headcount was 
called for. 

Following that struggle, the only 
show near unanimity was the vote 
to close debate on succeeding mo¬ 
tion to raise stipends for members 
of the elective committees to ten 
dollars per meeting. But while the 
vote to close debate had only one 
“no” vote, the stipends were passed 
over a substantial number of “no” 
votes, although there were few 
enough to avoid another head 
count. 

In the second unanimous vote of 
the evening, there was no objection 
to adjournment at 12 30 a.m. 


PARTRIDGEBERRY SCHOOL . . . TRIAL AND TRIUMPH 


In November, 1970, two women paused outside the Greenbelt 
Co-operative Nursery School for a few words about kids and 
schools. One woman, president of the co-op, began a story about 
an “ordinary” child’s difficult adustment to life in the first grade 
of an “ordinary” local school. The other woman, a board member 
of the co-op listened with a mix of sympathy and skepticism. She 
wondered if the implied criticism of the school took into account 
the value of an organized academic education. On the other hand, 
she thought that the co-op nursery format, adapted to elementary 
grades, might prevent needless, even counterproductive, regimen¬ 
tation. 


The Partridgeberry School, Inc,, 
a non-profit, State accredited co¬ 
operative elementary school began 
with this conversation. Randy Lip- 
pincott and her husband, Morss, 
the principal founders and organi¬ 
zers, initiated the formal process 
with the Maryland State Depart 
ment of Education (SDE) in March, 
1971. They, and the families that 
at first worked alongside, were at¬ 
tracted to the idea that a school 
could achieve a balance between 
giving children freedom and guid¬ 
ing them through an enjoyable, but 
rigorous elementary liberal arts ed¬ 
ucation. From the outset, they be 
lieved that children would eagerly 
participate in a rich and varied 
activity-based program, humanely 
presented. 

The school was named after a 
small evergreen plant growing free¬ 
ly in the area. Over the next five 
months, they won a contract for 
classroom space from Paint Branch 
Unitarian Church, prepared a zon¬ 
ing case, negotiated with fire, 
health, building and education au¬ 
thorities, incorporated, sought out 
professional contacts, argued about 
freedom and academic development, 
read approvingly about British In¬ 
fant Schools, wrote several genera¬ 
tions of position papers, began to 


accumulate instructional materials, 
and opened a bank account into 
which each family deposited fifty 
dollars for the cause. Two of three 
families having reservations, they 
adopted an administration consist¬ 
ing of a co-operative council on 
which all families were to sit as 
equals. 

Early Trials 

In September, 1971, the SDE ap¬ 
proved the educational plan for a 
K-6, forty student mini-school, but 
withheld authorization to open, 
pending resolution of the zoning 
case. Meanwhile, the school had 
attracted twelve families with five 
year olds, drawn together under the 
banner of “freedom and guidance”. 
Under determined neighborhood 
opposition and a restrictive ordin¬ 
ance, the zoning case failed after 
three County hearings. Soon there¬ 
after, the County somewhat liber¬ 
alized the ordinance. Ultimately, 
only one other family responded fa¬ 
vorably to the Lippincotts’ initia¬ 
tive to reorganize and try again for 
a second year. 

After a wide search over the sum¬ 
mer, the school by chance turned up 
a zoned site in Greenbelt, the Mish- 
kan Torah. Hiring a teacher 
from Harvard’s Graduate School of 
Education, they drew new position 


papers and resubmitted the educa ¬ 
tional plan for SDE approval. They 
recruited a new' community of fam¬ 
ilies. New by laws retained the 
co-op council but added a director 
and a planning board. In Septem¬ 
ber, 1972, the school formally open¬ 
ed with twelve children in a single 
classroom. Zoning clearance, gran¬ 
ted without fanfare, was limited to 
grades K-2. 

On the W'hole the year was a 
disappointment. The SDE and the 
parents were dissatisfied with the 
slow implementation of the educa¬ 
tional plan. Yet, Lynn Hopkins, 
a parent with teaching credentials 
and a special interest in freedom, 
contributed significantly: with an 
infusion of new materials, she be¬ 
gan to organize a physically com¬ 
plex and colorful classroom environ¬ 
ment. Further, Dian Svenonius be¬ 
gan to prepare a new zoning case 
to permit expansion to upper ele¬ 
mentary grades. A creative move¬ 
ment specialist joined the school. 
Yet, because of disputes between 
teachers and parents on policy, the 
demoralized community virtually 
dissolved at year’s end. 

At the beginning of the third 
summer, the Lippincotts had a mo¬ 
ment to reflect about the foolish 
pursuit of elusive goals. Then, with 
the posting of notice, the neighbor¬ 
hood exploded in opposition to the 
school's request for a zoning 
change. Through an intense period 
of political organizing, culminating 
in a packed City Council meeting, 
the school convinced Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. and individual neigh 
bors to reverse their opposition. 
Six days later, in a large 
nearly empty courtroom, the Coun¬ 
ty hearing was conducted with the 
casual ceremony of a very small 


wedding between partners many 
times married. One week later, the 
County again liberalized the or 
dinance for non-public schools. In 
March the County formally ap¬ 
proved the zoning request. 

Support Came Forth 

Publicity generated by the zon 
ing issue had created a new, much 
larger community of families. In¬ 
tending to create more meaningful 
parent educational participation 
than the co-op councils had, the 
Lippincotts eliminated the co-op 
council and adopted conventionally 
centralized administrative roles, 
under a plan they called “partici 
pational autocracy”. Because of 
the ability she had demonstrated 
the prior spring, they hired Lynn 
Hopkins to teach . During the next 
four years, the school became a 
stable, but developing educational 
co-operative. Though the school 
refused to admit families fleeing 
integration in public schools, the 
enrollment nearly doubled in the 
fall of 1974, when the school expan 
ded into six classrooms, with all 
elementary grades. 

In the fall of 1973 an eighty six 
year old man, a founder of area 
social welfare and arts organisa¬ 
tions, walked in during school and 
offered a grant for “whatever you 
need”, followed by a second, larger 
one. In 1974 and 1975 the SDE ae 
credited the lower and upper 
grades, respectively. In 1975 War¬ 
ren, Julie and Doug Johnson, of the 
Johnson Children’s Clinic at the 
University of Maryland, introduced 
a program of progressive physical 
education. In 1976, the University 
approved the school for training 
student-teachers. The parent com 
munity, increasingly unified, sup¬ 
ported the professional staff with 


extensive help beyond the basic co¬ 
op obligation. Parents taught six- 
week mini-courses in sewing, phy 
sics, guitar, cooking, chemistry, 
vegetarian health, Greece, chess, 
woodworking, geology, autoharp, 
yoga, and softball. 

Recent Changes 

A year ago, Partridgeberry ex¬ 
changed “participational autocracy” 
for a carefully limited co-operative 
council, headed by a director. Hav¬ 
ing decided that the school was 
sufficiently well-established to go ¬ 
vern itself ably, the Lippincotts 
stepped aside as they had planned, 
and offered extensive consultation 
to the new board and director. Fol¬ 
lowing her own timetable, Lynn 
Hopkins departed, after four years 
of talented, humane teaching. 

In September, school opened for 
a seventh year with a normal com ¬ 
plement of students and an active 
community of support. Director 
Joyce Koelling, Wendy Ross, an ex¬ 
perienced British Infant School tea ¬ 
cher, and A1 Marcovitz, a graduate 
of Antioch’s developmentalist edu ¬ 
cation program now guide the 
school daily,

GASP Seeks Anti-smoking Legislation 


On March 29 the Human Resour¬ 
ces Committee took its first in- 
depth look at the legislative pro¬ 
posal to restrict smoking in public 
places. The bill, requested by the 
Bowie Chapter of GASP (Grdup 
Against Smokers’ Pollution), re¬ 
quires most public places — res¬ 
taurants, bowling alleys, employees’ 
lounges and public transportation 
waiting rooms — to save a per¬ 
centage of their seating for non¬ 
smoking clientele. Other places, 
such as classrooms, lecture halls, 
public and governmental meeting 
rooms and retail areas of super¬ 
markets, are totally off limits to 
cigarettes, cigars and other tobacco 
smoking. 

The bill totally bans smoking in 
classrooms, school cafeterias, lec¬ 
ture halls, public and governmental 
meeting rooms and supermarkets. 
The smoking ban also will be im¬ 
posed in the spectator sections of 
theatres, movie houses and con¬ 
cert halls, but smoking and non¬ 


smoking areas are to be provided 
in the lobbies. In the case of gov¬ 
ernment offices, smoking will be al¬ 
lowed only in private one-person 
offices. Smoking generally will be 
banned in hospitals except in rooms 
of patients who request smoking 
accommodations and in some smok¬ 
ing lounges. No request for a smoke 
free hospital room is to be denied; 
therefore a patient’s request for a 
smoking ban will take priority if 
no other rooms are available. 

In other public places, including 
restaurants, bowling alleys and so¬ 
cial halls, a percentage of the seat¬ 
ing must be allotted to smokers. 
The bill requires that a large en¬ 
ough “no smoking” area be des¬ 
ignated to accommodate the or¬ 
dinary amount of non-smoking cli- 
entelle. Smoking areas are to be 
explicitly labeled. Ventilation sys¬ 
tems and smoke barriers are to be 
provided in smoking areas to guar¬ 
antee smoke does not waft into no¬ 
smoking sections. 


Exempt from the smoking re¬ 
strictions are bars where no food 
is served .tobacco shops, hotel and 
motel sleeping quarters and smok¬ 
ing by actors as part of the per¬ 
formance. Social halls used for pri¬ 
vate receptions also are exempt 
from the smoking rectrictions. But 
those halls become public places, 
and liable under the smoking bill, 
if tickets must be purchased as 
admittance to the reception. 

All customers must be informed 
that smoking and non-smoking 
seating is available and must be 
given their preference. Individuals 
sitting in a non-smoking area who 
refuse to put out their cigarette 
are subject to a $25 fine. Owners 
and operators who violate the law 
are subject to a $50 fine. The bill 
which appoints the County Police 
Department to enforce the pro¬ 
visions is similar to one already 
in effect in Montgomery and How¬ 
ard counties.

“very pleased but not surprised” 
at the results. 

“The coordinated bus and rail 
system is operating as a direct re¬ 
sult of public demand and the sup¬ 
port of the local, state and national 
governments,” Lutz said. “Every 
large poll has shown very strong 
support by the taxpayers of the 
region.”
